If, as many believe, Churchill is 
unloading much of his routine ad- 
ministrative duties onto others in 
order to concentrate on war strate- 
gy, his selection of Grigg, former 
civil service head of the War Of- 
fice, apparently was fortunate. 

Grigg is considered a ruthless 
administrator, one of the best of 
the British Government. Moreover, 
as private secretary of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, he has 
had experience as a Churchill sub- 
ordinate. 

The appointments of Liewellin, 
one-time understudy to Lord Beav- 
erbrook, former production minis- 
ter, and of Lord Cranborne also 
were accepted favorably, but the

The departure of Margesson 
from the War Office was not un- 
expected.

Third Officer Sentenced. 


Egan will be.the third former 
high officer of Union Electric to 
incur a criminal sentence because 
of the financial and political ma- 
nipulations exposed by the Post- 
Dispatch in a series of news arti- 
cles in the later mohths of 1938. 

The Post-Dispatch, following an 
inquiry into the practices; turned 
over the information obtained to 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission, and ‘included most of this 
information in néws articles. The 
prolonged inquiry of the commis- 
sion, and the voting of indictments 
followed. 

Boehm, who was Egan’s chief aid, 
is under a five-year sentence on 
his conviction of perjury, for his 
statements to SEC examiners, and 
the sentence has been affirmed by 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. Boehm, still at liberty 
on‘ appeal bond, was a principal 
Government witness in the Egan 
trial. 

Laun, whom Egan termed a sub- 
ordinate of Boehm rather than of 
Egan himself, was the other chief 
witness. He pleaded guilty to’a 
perjury charge and’ served a one- 
year sentence. A civil suit by the 
company, for accounting and resti- 
tution, based on the accumulation 
and distribution of the. political | 
slush fund, is pending against 
Boehm, Laun and Oscar Funk, for- 
mer vice-president and chief ac- 
counting officer of the company. 

Egan was made a defendant in 
the civil suit as first filed, but he 
was dropped from an amended 
petition filed last March. 

Fred J. Martin, former rural 
sales agent of Union LEilectric, 
pleaded guilty of perjury in his 
statements to SEC examiners and 
was’ placed on probation. He was 
a Government witness against the 
company and Egan. 

$591,000 Slush Fund. 

Undisputed Government 
dence, in the recent trial, showed 
that a $591,000 fund was accumu- 
lated from money paid out by the 
company, and returned through ir- 
regular’channelg to Boehm, Laun 
and others, without record on the

The company, in its defense, 
sought to place individual respon- 
sibility for these acts on Boehm 
and Laun.

The completion of arrangements 
for the lottery so quickly after the 
Feb. 16 registration bespoke an of- 
ficial. determination to -have -this 
‘new reservoir. of man power ready 
to meet war demands with the 
least possible deélay. 

There was an indication that 
some of . latest registrants 
might get their call to the colors 
relatively soon. Selective Service 
officials hinted at that when they 
said new registrants need not ex- 
pect a call for about two months 
after the lottery. 

The lottery will be conducted in 
much the same manner as.the two 
previous Selective Service .draw- 
ings, Once again the goldfish bowl 
of the 1917 draft will hold the 
numbers, and blindfolded officials 
will pick them out one by one. 

The drawing will affect only 
those men whoenrolled in the 
February registration, when all 
men from 20 years old through 44 
and not already listed signed up 
with local draft boards. 

Between now and March 17, local 
draft boards will shuffle the new 
cards and then number them T-1, 
T-2, T-3, ete., the initial “T” desig- 
nating the third registration. 

On March 17 the capsules in the 
bowl will contain a corresponding 
set of numbers. Officials estimate 
that between eight thousand and 
nine thousand numbers will be 
drawn in the lottery—as many as 
the greatest number of men newly 
registered in any one local district. 

The men, holding the first num- 
bers drawn will: be the first of the 
third registration list subject to 
call for possible military service. 
Thus, if T-99 should be the first 
number drawn, each man holding 
that number in his local] draft dis- 
trict would be the first man on the 
T-list. 

The latest registrants, however, 
will be placed at the end of the 
existing local draft lists, and will 
not be subject to call until the 
local boards reach the end of their 
existing lists?

52 ON TORPEDOED 
FREIGHTER SAVED 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, Feb. 23 
(AP).—The entire crew of the 5127- 
ton American freighter Delplata, 
torpedoed in the Eastern Caribbean 
Friday, was safe in port today with 
an exciting story of how some crew 
members returned to the sinking 
ship and fired three shots at a 
submarine. 

The’ 52 crewmen were brought 


here in a Navy ship. The rescuers 


had been directed to the scene of 
the sinking by a nuval plane which 
arrived over the torpedoed vessel 
half an hour after the Delplata’s 
radio sent out a warning. 

Capt. Roelof Brouwer said he 
thought two submarines took part 
in the attack and that the ship 
was struck by two torpedoes and 
missed by a third. The Delplata’s 
gun crew fired more than 12 shots 
during the attack Friday. 

Soon after the second torpedo 
struck, flooding the engine room, 
Capt. Brouwer, the gun crew and 
others still aboard the vessel took 
the last life raft and abandoned 
the ship. 

Late Friday, however, some mem-

MALOYAROSLAVETS, Feb. 23. 
ERE is a Soviet town that was 
under the German boot for 
nearly three months. There 

may have been some who welcomed 
the Nazis when they first came in. 
There is no question about how 
the population feels today. They 
are very giad to have the Red 
Army back again. 

During my visit here I have 
talked with many inhabitants of 
the town and surrounding villages. 
Though there was much less de- 
struction and suffering here than 
in some other conquered and re- 
captured districts in the Moscow

Fierce Battle at River. 


Halfway. along the 70 miles of 
paved highway from Moscow we 
saw the splintered forests, the 
broken equipment and the snow- 
crested birchwood crosses marking 
the battlefield on the Nara River 
where thousands on thousands of 
soldiers on both sides fought and 
died in the last furious effort of 
the Germans to reach the Soviet 
capital. . 

There were at least 15 little colo- 
nies of crosses at intervals along 
the road each bearing the name 
and the dates of birth and death 
of the German soldier underneath.

The Russians recaptured Malo- 
yaroslavets on New Year’s day in 
a swift surprise move, saving it 
from the flaming destruction of 
so many other towns in the’ Mos- 
sow region. Now the Soviet arm- 
ies have passed far beyond ‘it and 
are well down the road toward 
Smolensk, 


Sleds Move Equipment. 
Convoys of supply trucks and 
trainloads of munitions move in the 
wake of the advancing Russians. 
We saw trains of sleds drawn by 
heavy tractors and long lines o 
horse-drawn sleighs piled high with 
military goods. At dusk big Rus-

Only 75000 of the town’s 11,500 
inhabitants stayed on.during the’ 
months of German occupation to 
be ruled by an. imported Russian 
burgomaster.

On the Mobilization of Industry. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
—J it take another Pearl Harbor 
to bring about a real] reorganization 
ef our war production program? “Must 
we wait until the great armies of China 
and Russia have been knocked out of 
the war for lack of sufficient equipment 
before we admit that American industry 
cannot be fully mobilized by remote con- 
trol from Washington? 

Our present predicament ought to be 
all the proof we need that we have been 
on the wrong track from the moment 
the first industrial committee, the War 
Resources Board, was appointed in Aug- 
ust, 1939. Since then, we have had the 
NADC, the OPM, the SPAB, all with 
practically the same personnel and pol- 
icy. Now we have the War Production 
Board, whose personnel was largely in- 
herited from its predecessors, but whose 
policy remains to be seen. 

Where do we stand now after ‘his 
barrage of boards? 

Our output of guns and tanks and 
planes is but a fraction of what we and 
our allies need. 

Most of the war contracts have been 
awarded to a handful of our large firms. 


No war orders at all have been intrusted 


to most of our 184,000 manufacturing 
plants. 

Washington has become a megalosaur- 
fan city, its body all out of proportion to 
its brain. The staggering and unwieldy 
size to which it has been swollen by the 
ill-considered effort to make it the in- 
dustrial, as well as the political, capital 
of the nation explains much of the con- 
fusion and congestion that have impeded 
war production. 

The way out of our predicament is to 
get direction of the industrial phase of 
war entirely out of Washington and into 
the hands of the men in management 
and labor who have the know-how in 
the parts of the country where the mills 
are located. If the men now charged 
with responsibility for the success or 
failure of war production are reluctant 
to delegate authority, then it is the duty 
of every Governor, every Mayor, every 
chamber of: commerce executive, every 
local labor leader and every owner of a 
factory or machine shop to speak up and 
demand decentralization of the planning 
and making of the materials of war.

Part of this revolting picture had been painted | 
in previous trials, confessions and hearings: At the 
trial just concluded, the intensive investigations of 
United States District Attorney Blanton, his staff 
and the SEC investigators brought out more illumi- 
nating details. The trail was extended from Boehm | 
and Laun, former vice-presidents of the company, to 
Egan, its former president. Ramifications were seen 
to extend to the very top, to officers and former 
officers of the North American Co., parent holding 
company of Union Blectric. ~ 

The hand:of utility government, it was shown 
by the evidence so painstakingly assembled, had 
reached out across Missouri, from local officers in 
towns where public utility ownership was an issue, 
from Judges and Assessors of counties wheré the 


into the State Capitol itself, and even into campaigns 
for Congress. : 

That sinister hand extended across the State’s 
borders into neighboring Illinois and Iowa, where 
similar campaign gifts and similar tributes to public 
officials were disclosed. The beneficiaries of utility 
largess themselves testified to many episodes of the | 
company’s attempts to buy. government. 

For the public, all this was an instructive lesson. 
It showed the depths to which a great utility sank 
when it departed from its function of furnishing 
light and power to a metropolitan area, a job it did 
surpassingly well, and sought to dictate the functions 
of government It exposed the greed and venality 
of certain public officials and candidates for office 
who accepted the gratuities of this corporation, and 
thus betrayed the people’s trust. There was personal 
tragedy in some of the exposures at the trial; there 
was grotesque comedy in others. 

Most of all, however, the long trial showed again 
the evils of special privilege, as sought by the for- 
mer management of Union Electric. We quote from 
our editorial of July 28, 1940, after the Boehm trial: 

Special privilege is cowardly crookedness. Spe- 
cial privilege is cheating and perjury. Special 
privilege is the premium of avarice gone mad. 

’ Special privilege is the deadliest adversary of 
democracy on the whole home front. 

For the defense of democracy on the home front, 
the sordid story cannot be allowed to end here, and 
it is clear the Government will not let it end here. 

The affairs of the giant North American Co. prom- 
ise a fruitful field for investigation. It-is incon- 
ceivable that the cues given by its representatives 
who testified here will not be followed up. 

What of the faithless public servants and money- 
minded candidates, the engineers of shakedowns and 
sandbag bills? The voters may be depended upon to 
take care of them, but are there not instances where 
these men should answer to the law as well? 

What of the pliant co-operators in the kickback 
system whereby the corruption fund was raised? The 
Missouri Insurance Department is looking into the 
rebating of commissions brought out at the trial. 
The public and all ethical insurance men will ex- 
pect it to hew to the line. Will the bar associations 
also follow up the testimony and take action against 
lawyers who collaborated in creating the slush fund? 

The series of convictions since the Union Electric 
scandals came to light has had a healthful effect. 
The cof&mpany itself is under a new administration. 
The convictions and exposures should deter weak- 
willed public officials from accepting tainted money 
if it is offered, or attempting to extort cash from 
business concerns. 

But for the defense of free government, the case 
should be followed to its very end. Justice demands 
that every participant in the notorious conspiracy. to 
defeat ——— be brought to the bar. 
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PLIGHT OF THE AUTOMOBILE DEALERS. 
Forty thousand American automobile dealers are 


white elephants ever unloaded on an unwilling host. 

Last Jan. 1, the Office of Price Administration 
froze the country’s stocks of new automobiles, for- 
bidding their sale to the general public. As a result, 
automobile dealers are stuck with about 562,000 pas- 
senger cars and trucks they have on hand,‘and are 


‘now gathering dust in storerooms. 


These vehicles may not be sold until rationing’ 
starts. Even then, judging by present plans, they 
will take months, if not years, before the dealers’ 
stocks are liquidated. 

Meantime, dealers must pay storage charges on 
half a billion dollars’ worth of idle autos, must pay 
interest on what they still owe on the cars, must keep 
up overhead expenses and go to the trouble and cost 
of preserving the cars from deterioration. It is 
only elementary fairness that these small business 
men should not be ruined, as well as having their | 
capital tied up in merchandise held from the market 
by Government order.

RITICISM of the Churchill Government

Much of the criticism was directed against 
inefficiency in high and low places; but 
some of it was a direct by-product of the 
public relations policies of the Government,

Unwise censorship restrictions, a 
coated public relations policy and many in- 
congruities and conflicts, perhaps inevitable 
in the processes of gearing a demecracy to 
war, have prevented a proper presentation 
of the truth to the American people. 

The President denounced at Tuesday's 
press conference many of the rumors and 
lies that he said were being circulated 
around the country about the war. Some of 
these are unquestionably started by’ Axis 
propagandists, others by the faint-hearted 
and the lukewarm. But many of them have 
their origin in the Government’s. public re- 
lations policy; too much of our war news 
is throttled before birth; this has been 
termed a “confidential war.” 

We are making many of the same. mis- 
takes that Britain made at the start of the 
war, but today the strategic situation is 
fundamentally different. The war is 
ing its supreme crisis. There is no. time 
for trial by error and slow and gradual) re- 
form; speed means victory. 

The formulation of proper public relations 
policies in wartime is, indeed, one of the 


‘most difficult problems that democracies 


face. They cannot be fitted into the totali- 
tarian formula of telling the people as little 
as possible and of diluting unpleasant truths 
— * lies. They must be based upon truth

: Bill to Abolish OOD. 
and Senator Tydings (Dem.), 
Maryland, today introduced legis- 
lation to abolish the OCD and 
transfer its functions to the War 
Department, with administration 
of civilian defense carried out by 
an army officer under direction 
of the Secretary of War. 

Both Senators explained they did 
not intend their bills as criticism 
of the present OCD setup, but said 
they thought the functions should 
be under military administration. 

Contrary to a good many recent 
statements, Mrs. Roosevelt said, 
the first order did not limit. the 
task of civilian defense to the im- 
portant task of organizing protec 
tive services. 

Mrs. Roosevelt quoted from the 
original order to the effect that 
the OCD, in addition to handling 
organization to protect civilians in 
case of hostile attack, was also 
“to .consider proposals, suggest 
plans and promote activities de- 
signed to sustain the national mo- 
rale and to provide opportunities 
for constructive civilian participa- 
tion in the defense program.” 

Early Days of OCD. 

“In the early days of civilian de- 
fense,” Mrs. Roosevelt said in her 
statement, “Americans still hoped 
that war could be averted. The 
tremendous adjustments that 
would be demanded of civilians as 
well as of our armed forces were 
envisioned by few people. All that 
changed on Dec. 7. 

“Happily, by that time, plans 
had been drawn through which 
civilians could be mobilized behind 
the war program. Those plans have 
now been completed. The organ- 
ization of a civilian ‘mobilization 
branch, which succeeds the volun- 
teer participation division under 
the direction. of Dean Landis 
(James M. Landis, new OCD di- 
rector) and Mr. Daniels will, I feel 
confident, become a source of ever- 
increasing strength in our war ef- 
fort until victory has been won 
end a just peace secured.” 

Mrs, Roosevelt told her press 
conference that the wife of a 
President. can’t take a job in the 
Government and be accepted as a 
person because it is so difficult 
for other people in and out of the 
Government to disassociate her 
from the influence her husband 
might have. 

Defends Entertainment. 

In her sponsored weekly broad- 
cast yesterday, she defended danc- 
ing and other forms of entertain- 
ment as necessary to offset the 
hardships of wartime living, and 
gave this explanation of her res- 
ignation last week:

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP).— 
In an effort t6 head off possible 
sharp increases in egg prices, the 
Office of Price Administration to- 
day issued a temporary price ceil- 
ing on used egg cases, effective im- 
mediately, which @stablished maxi- 
mums at the level of those prevail- 
ing between Feb. 17 and Feb. 21. 

The order forestalled proposed 
increases in the price of cases, set 
for today by some dealers, which 
would have been reflected in egg 
quotations. About three times as 
many eggs are shipped in used 
cases as in néw ones. 

The maximum prices are estab- 
lished for the Eastern area and 
the Mid-Continent area, which in- 
cludes Missouri and. Illinois. In 
the Eastern area, No. 1 cases may 
not sell for more than 22 cents 
each; No. 2 cases, 17 cents each 
and No, 8 cases 12 cents each. The 
Mid-Continent cailings are four 
cents higher in each class.

“In either case war production 
will be impeded unless broad poli- 
cies aré determined in advance 
and people may know what to ex- 
pect in the way- of compulsory 
union membership or wage adjust- 
ments, in relation to cost of living.

How to Play Gin Rummy 


By Josephine Culbertson 


ARTICLE TWO. 

HERE are rules for playing 
T Gin Rummy with three, four or 

more players; but these are 
little more than systems of scoring. 
The actual game of Gin Rummy is 
always two-handed, and if you 
know the two-handed game you 
can play without difficulty in any 
of the larger games. The follow- 
ing record of a game will illustrate 
the scoring procedure. You and 
your opponent cut for deal, and he 
cuts the low card and deals the 
first hand. After each of you has 
drawn and discarded a few times, 
you have the following hand: 

6-6-6 (any suits) 

Spades—K-Q-J 

Clubs—9-7 

Diamonds—A 

Heart—2, 

Six of your cards are matched. 
Your four unmatched ecards total 
19. Then you draw the 10. of 
spades, Now you can discard the 
nine of clubs and knock with an 
unmatched, total of 10~—a seven, a 
deuce and an ace (ace counts for 
one). The proper procedure is to 
make your discard face down and 
rap on the table with - your 
knuckles. Then you spread your 
hand, separating your matched sets 
from your unmatched cards. The 
hand you spread must contain ex- 
actly 10 cards. 

You must be careful not to mis- 
calculate and knock with a “count” 
of more than 10. If you"do this, 


the game goes on, but you must. 


play thereafter with all your cards 
exposed, When your opponent can 
see your hand he has a tremendous 
advantage, 

Now you have knocked and your 
opponent shows this hand: 

Heart—Q-J-10-9 

Spade—9 
Club—8 
Diamond—8-6 
Heart—+4-3. 


His sequence in hearts does not 
count against him. He lays off

quence, and the six of diamonds on 


your three sixes. His unmatched 
cards now total 23. You had 10, so 
you win 13 points.

Provid- 
ing well-balanced meals for your 
family is your patriotic job. You 
can battle the Japs with your stew- 
pan and double boiler. Remember 
that more boys were‘rejected by 
the Army because of malnutrition 
than for any other reason. Sounds 
silly, doesn’t it, in this land of 
plenty? But there’s proof aplenty 
that to6 many American mamas 
were just simply feeding their 
families—instead of feeding them 
soundly. 

Do you know what constitutes a 
balanced diet? Or are you only 
guessing? If you're not doing your 
best at feeding your brood, you’re 
as guilty of subversive activity as 
any espionage agent. 

Remember, your blue-print for 
the battle of the home front is the 
balanced thenu. Study the ones 
put out by public health depart- 
ments and defense offices, Send for 
the little booklets issued by the 
Bureau of Home Economics of the 
Department of Agriculture. Read 
the food columns in your daily 
newspaper. Know your vitamins. 

Not all of us can grow vege- 
tables. The things simply won't 
flourish in back yards fertilized 
with tin cans. But all of us can 
make the food we buy go farther. 
Don’t forget that old saying that 
European housefraugs could feed 
their families handsomely on what 
American housewives ehuck into 
the garbage pail. 

Remember, people in England 
are counting on us to keep our 
promise to-send them three million 
cans of vegetables, 250,000 tons of 
fruit, 500 million dozen eggs and 
18 million pounds of poultry. 

Don’t waste anything. 

Don’t use the telephone just to 
‘moan over the fall of Singapore. 
You’re a business woman now— 
not a back-fence gossiper or a tele- 
phone Tillie killing time with idle 
chatter.- Running your home is big 
business. If you don’t do it effi- 
ciently, you’re a slipping cog in 
the machinery of defense. 

Don’t use lights that aren't need- 
ed. Remember that you can save 
electricity in a lot of ways besides 
getting up an hour earlier on “war- 
time.” 

Save your waste materials. But 
don’t try to donate them direct to 
the Government, Uncle Sam* has 
no facilities for receiving. them. 
Your junk dealer will gladly call 
for scrap metals or you can call 
any charitable organization and

donate your collection. You'll be 
doing a good act if you let your 
church or some charity group han- 
dle the transaction. Prices of waste 
materials have risen more than 66 
per cent since August, 1939. Don’t 
worry about profiteering by the 
junk dealer to whom the stuff is 
sold. Price ceilings have been 
placed on the materials which junk 
dealers sell to processors. 


Save your waste paper. Card- 
board is made from waste paper.

that all the supplies we’re sending 
to Britain, Russia and China are 
packed in water-proof paperboard 
boxes—which are made from waste 
paper.

Add to that 
the number of tons needed for the 
packaging of canned goods, clothes 
and other supplies needed for our 
armed forces, and you’ve some idea 
of the number of cardboard car- 
tons needed in our arsenal of de- 
fense.
